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INTRODUCTORY AND EXPLANATORY REPORT. 



The returns of Local Taxation of Ireland have been collected and compiled for 1870 
as for preceding years, commencing with 1865, by direction of His Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, in pursuance of tlie following recommendation of^ the Select 
Committee of the House of Commons, which inquired into the taxation of Ireland in 
1864 and 1865 : — 

“ Your Committee recommend that full periodical returns of local taxation m 
Ireland and Scotland should be laid before Parliament, as is provided in England by 
the Act of 1860.” 

The Act thus referred to is Stat. 23 & 24 Victoria, c. 51. It recites that rates, taxes, 
tolls, and dues to a large amount are levied for purposes of local government and 
improvements in England, and that it is proper that Parliament should be informed 
annually of all sums so levied and of the expenditure thereof, but that in many cases 
no sufficient provision has been made for that purpose. The Statute then makes 
provision for returns as to church rates, chapel rates, sewer rates, and general sewer 
tax, and all rates and taxes levied by Courts or Commissioners of Sewers ; rates under 
the Act for lighting and watching parishes; rates levied by Improvement Commissioners 
or by any Trustees or Corporation acting under any local Act for paving, draining, 
cleansing, or watching, improvements, or regulating of any town or district ; rates levied 
by or under the order of any vestry or district Board under the Act for the better local 
management of the metropolis, tolls and dues levied under the authority of Parliament 
in respect of markets, bridges and harbours, and any other compulsory rates, taxes, 
tolls, or dues (other than such as are levied for the public revenue of the United 
Kingdom). 

The Act does not extend to returns already required, or to poor law returns, or to 
any tolls or dues taken by any railway, canal, or joint stock company, as profits of 
their undertaking, or to any tolls or dues taken by prescription or. otherwise as private 
property. 

In Ireland, through the continued courtesy of local officers, returns of classes of 
taxation, corresponding with those required, have been obtained on the request of the 
Lord Lieutenant without any statute or penalty. 

To make the statistics of local taxation as complete as possible, and as a basis for 
instituting a comparison with the local taxation of England and W ales, abstracts of 
the Irish local tax called Grand Jury cess, of which an annual return is made to 
Parliament, and of the poor rate which is included by the Irish Poor Law Commissioners 
in their Annual Report, are added and included in the total. 

For the present volume the forms of returns have been carefully revised, and a 
return of debt has been formed to show the amount outstanding at different rates, 
of interest, and the nature and effect of the different sinking funds. 

In the case of the town returns, the expenditure under the Sanitary Acts and for 
sanitary purposes, is shown in the same table with other expenditure, instead of in a 
separate table as in the Report for 1869, 

In most matters connected with local taxation the arrangements in Ireland are 
considerably in advance of those in England and Wales. Thus church rates were 
abolished in Ireland in 1833, turnpike tolls in 1857, and vestry cess in 1864, and the 
extinction of tithe-rentcharges commenced on the 1st of January, 1871.

The substitution of direct for indirect taxes for local purposes has gone to a greater 
extent in Ireland than in England and Wales. The distinct rates on land are less 
numerous and more directly levied by the authorities expending them, and collected 
by a smaller number of distinct collectors, and all levied upon one uniform official 
valuation. 

Parts of nearly all the improvements proposed for the imposition and management 
of local taxation in England and Wales are already in practical operation in Ireland. 
Thus the division of rates between owner and occupier has existed in the Irish Poor 
Law since its introduction in 1838, and has been extended to Grand Jury cess, so far 
as new lettings and contracts are concerned, by the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 
1870, and the consolidated collection of rates is carried out by the Collector-General in 
Dublin. 

Considerable progress has been made in the past year in remedying many points in 
which the arrangements connected with the imposition and administration of local 
taxation in Ireland were defective. 

•Thus the town of Carridkfergus, which is most favourably circumstanced as to crime 
and the taxation consequent thereon, had no power of taxation for sanitary purposes. 
This anomaly, pointed out in the Introductory Report of last year, has been remedied by 
the 23rd section of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1871. 

The exceptional taxes on the trade of pawnbroking in Ireland which were so fully 
explained in the same report, have all been condemned by the Select Committee of the 
House of Commons on pawnbroking, which reported in August last. The Committee 
recommended a uniform law of pawnbroking for the United Kingdom, and the repeal 
of the statutes under which are levied the fees on pawnbrokers’ returns, the fees to 
appraisers and auctioneers of forfeited pledges, the fees on notices of pawnbrokers’ 
sales. The same Committee, in recommending the reduction of the special tax on 
pawnbrokers in London and a uniform tax on the trade throughout the United Kingdom, 
laid down a principle inconsistent with the maintenance of the local tax on pawn- 
brokers’ licences in the city of Dublin. 

The want of an independent official audit of the expenditure of town taxation had 
been much complained of as a great anomaly, when the expenditure of Grand Jury cess 
by Grand Juries and by Town Councils was audited by the Receiver-Master in Chancery, 
the expenditure of Grand Jury cess by Governors of district lunatic asylums, and the 
expenditure of poor rates by Boards of Guardians were audited by the Poor Law auditors. 

By the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1871, (34 & 35 Vic., c. 109,) the Poor Law 
auditors, or auditors appointed by the Chief Secretary, are to audit the accounts of 
nearly all town authorities, whether Town Councils, Town Commissioners, Lighting 
and Cleansing Commissioners, Township Commissioners, or Commissioners under local 
Acts ; the only accounts entirely exempted from such audit being those of the Town 
Councils of Cork, Kilkenny, and Waterford. In the case of towns in the county of 
Dublin where the governing body had been constituted and was acting at the passing 
of the Act under any local Act, the operation of the new Act, including the audit 
clauses, is postponed until the adoption of the provisions of the Act' by a special 
resolution of the town electors. 

The Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1871, deals with some other important subjects 
connected with local taxation. It affords facilities for transferring from Grand Juries to 
town authorities jurisdiction with respect to roads, bridges, footpaths, and public works 
within the same. Hitherto this transfer could only be effected by a local Act of 
Parliament at great expense, as in the case of Belfast, Enniskillen, and Newry. The 
new Act affords facilities for this change being made by the less expensive process of a 
local inquiry directed by the Chief Secretary, and provisional order confirmed by public 
statute similar to the provisional orders under the English Local Government Act, 
1858, and the Scotch Police and Improvement Act of 1862. 

The facile machinery of legislation by provisional order is made applicable to the 
purchase of land ; to the incorporation into a town of any adjoining district, or 
separation from a town of any part thereof; to providing for the future execution of 
any local or personal Act in. force within a town having relation to statutes under 
which the governing body of the town is constituted or acting. The proceeding by 
provisional order is also made applicable to repealing or altering any such local or 
personal Act, or any exemptions from rating derived therefrom. 

The importance of this provision may be appreciated from the ascertained costs 
of local and personal Acts for town purposes, viz.: — Limerick Market, 1862, .£800; 
Pembroke Township, 1S63, £1,245 7s. lOd; Blackrock Township, 1863,- £1,978 16s.; 
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-o Township, 1866, £1,950 ; Rathmines and Rathgar, 1866, £469 ; Kingstown 
Township, 1869,' £5,989 9s. Ad.; Sligo Borough Improvement, 1869, £14,000 7s. 7 d. 

Only 4 towns in Ireland had any local Act as to town affairs in the Session of 1870 — 
Dublin a Main Drainage Bill, Belfast, a Harbour Bill, Newry, an Improvement and 
Waterworks Bill, and Waterford, an Improvement and Waterworks Bill ; whilst under 
the system of provisional orders under the English Local Government Act of 1858, there 
were provisional orders in 49 towns in England and Wales confirmed by public statute 
in 1871. The extension of this system to Ireland affords a machinery by which many 
of the newest principles of town taxation and government can be gradually extended to 
all the towns under local authorities in Ireland. 

The Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1871, contains some important clauses for 
dealing with another important branch of local taxation and administration, by 
enabling town authorities to provide markets and places for weighing carts and 
all conveniences for markets, and to purchase or lease public or private rights in 
markets and tolls. 

• In sanitary legislation, Ireland had been allowed to fall behind the favourable 
position of almost complete assimilation secured by 14 clauses of the Sanitary Act, 
1866, extending nearly the whole sanitary law of England to Ireland. The defect 
noticed in the last introductory report, of the statutes since 1866 not having been 
extended to Ireland, has been remedied by the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1871, 
and assimilation has again been secured. 

The risk, however, of Ireland being again left behind in sanitary legislation, is shown 
by the entire omission of Ireland from the bill introduced by Sir Charles Adderley to 
carry out the codification of sanitary law recommended by the Sanitary Commission. 

By this bill it is proposed to repeal (as affects England and Wales, except the 
metropolis,) the Sanitary Act of 1866, and the Acts which were by that Act applied 
to Ireland; thus following the unsatisfactory precedent of sanitary legislation of 1855, 
when Ireland was omitted from the Nuisances Removal Act and Diseases Prevention 
Act of that year, and left for 11 years (1855 to 1866) under the less perfect provisions of 
the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts of 1848 and 1849. 



Estimated Total Amount of Local Taxation of Ireland. 

As in preceding years, the absence of returns, where wanting, has been supplied either 
by the latest preceding returns or where such are wanting by an estimate. 

The local taxation of Ireland — making deductions for sums appearing in the returns of 
two local authorities from contributions from the taxation collected by one towards 
what is expended by another — for the year 1870, may be estimated £‘2,728,327. 

The local taxation of Ireland for 1870, as compared with the estimates for the .years 
1866, 1867, 1868, and 1869, gives the following results

It appears from this table that the local taxation of Ireland shows a decrease. m 1870 
of £19,450, or less than 1 per cent, in contrast with an average increase of nearly 3 per. 
cent, per annum in the preceding three years.

Management. 

In the plans proposed for re-constructing, local authorities in England and Wales a 
distinction is made between urban and rural authorities ; to carry out a similar 
distinction in Ireland, county authorities have, in this report, been divided into county 
of city and of town authorities, which are almost exclusively urban, and county at large 
authorities, which are chiefly rural.

It appears from this table that the local taxation is divided into three large divisions, 
nearly equal: — 40 '34 per cent., or above one-third, is under authorities chiefly rural; 
28'41 per cent., or somewhat less than one-third, is under authorities almost exclusively 
urban; and 31 '25 per cent., or nearly one-third is under authorities both urban and 
rural. 



Authorities chiefly Rural. 

The county at large authorities have been described in preceding reports. They 
consist of Presentment Sessions and Graud Juries — the former composed of Magistrates, 
not limited in number, and a fixed number of associated cesspayers, who are not elected 
by the cesspayers, but nominated out of the highest cesspayers in the barony by the 
Grand Jury, and at the county at large Sessions consist of one cess-payer chosen from 
each baronial Sessions. 

The Grand J ury are empanelled by the High Sheriff’, and consist of the wealthiest 
proprietors except peers, and of the agents of peers and of other wealthy proprietors ; 
the only restriction on the Sheriff’s discretion — being, that one juror must be called 
from each barony. 

Amongst county at large authorities must be enumerated the Governors of lunatic 
asylums. These institutions were originally formed for districts of several counties, and 
power was given to the Lord Lieutenant to appoint Governors. The expenditure rests 
with the Governors, under the sanction of the Lord Lieutenant in Privy Council; and the 
amount certified by the Lord Lieutenant in Council is an imperative presentment, over 
which the Grand Juries and Presentment Sessions have no control. The receipts of the 
district asylums, other than casual receipts, in the year ended 31st December, 1870, were 
£143,531 9s. Yd., which may be taken as an indication of the amount thus chargeable 
to Grand Jury Cess. 

The navigations which are in the hands of public trustees are to some extent in the 
same position as the district asylums originally were, as they belong to several counties. 
The trustees for them were, in the first instance, named by Act of Parliament, but the 
power of electing new trustees is vested in the Grand Juries; the qualification for' the 
office is, to be in the possession of leasehold or freehold of £100 a year, or to be agent 
for £2,000 a year. The trustees may be removed by the Grand Jury of the county 
they represent. As the Grand Jury is not elective, the trustees are not, either directly 
or indirectly, elected by the cesspayers. 

The drainage trustees for arterial drainage districts are bodies regularly elected by 
the persons in each district liable to pay the drainage rates. In the case of arterial 
drainage originally executed by the Commissioners of Public Works, the trustees are 
elected under stat. 5 & 6 Vic., c. 89. Since 1863, when stat. 26 & 27 Vic., c. 88, was 
passed, electoral drainage districts are constituted by provisional orders confirmed by

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public Acts of Parliament, according to the precedent of drainage legislation in England, 
and the works are. executed by a local drainage board. In this case the proprietors 
vote according to a scale up to 10 votes. 

The return of presentments of Grand J ury cess, presented annually to Parliament, 
affords a tolerably complete means of distinguishing the re-presentments and the 
expenditure on roads ; but in consequence of the large item for miscellaneous expenses, 
£111,770, and the large item for re-payment of advances to Government, £107,232, 
without distinguishing the heads of expenditure on account of which the advances were 
made, and from the expenditure on lunatic asylums and infirmaries being included 
under the head of charities, it is not possible to compile a satisfactory classification of 
expenditure of Grand Jury cess from the returns.

It appears from these figures that the chief expenditure of county cess is upon roads 
and bridges. The large proportion of this item, as compared with what prevails in' 
England, arises from the total abolition of turnpikes in Ireland. 

The inland navigations are of two classes — some under trustees, and some under the 
Commissioners of Public Works. 

The navigations which were executed in connexion with works of drainage under 
statute 5 & 6 Vic., c. 89, are under trustees, viz.: — The Ballinamore and Ballyconnell 
districts, between Ulster and Connaught ; the Upper and Lower Bann districts, in 
Ulster ; and the Lough Corrib district, in Connaught. 

The navigations which are in the hands of the Commissioners of Public Works 
consist of — the Shannon, in Munster, Leinster, and Connaught, which was executed 
by a Government Commission ; the Ulster Canal, which, originally made by a public 
company, became public property for non-payment of advances ; the Lower Boyne, in 
Leinster; the Maigue, in Munster; and the Tyrone, in Ulster ; which were all made 
by the Board of Inland Navigations in the last century.

It appears from these tables that in the case of the first class of navigations, the 
expenses of maintenance beyond tolls are entirely defrayed from the local taxes, 
without any charge to the general taxes; while in the case of the second class of 
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navigations, the largest item, and more than half the entire receipts, was derived from 
the general taxes. . 

The expenditure on arterial drainage works m Ireland smce 1842 under statute 
5 & 6 Vic., c. 89, was £2,390,622 12s. 4 d. Of this sum £1,336,092 12s. 3d is 
returned as a free grant from the general taxes, or a remission, and £902,833 2s. 10d 
was charged on the lands, and £152,180 12s. 8d charged on the Grand Jury cess of 
counties for public works. The aggregate of the two latter sums is £1,055,013 15s. 6d ; 
and on account of this and the interest on the instalments, a sum of £1,065,821 3s! 
has been paid. The return does not distinguish the amount outstanding. 

The statistics as to the receipts and expenditure on account of maintenance rates for 
arterial drainage are not satisfactory, as a considerable number of the local authorities 
have omitted to make returns. 

It appears, however, from the number of districts returning no maintenance rates, 
that, having regard to the very large expenditure on arterial drainage, there is some 
risk that the statutable arrangements are inadequate to secure the proper maintenance 
of these important works. 



Urban Authorities. 

Town Councils. In the towns under Town Councils in Ireland considerable progress has been made 
in carrying out improvements in town government. In Dublin there is a complete 
consolidation of rates: the fiscal powers of the Grand Jury have been transferred to 
the Town Council. 

In Cork and Limerick a similar transfer has taken place, and the separate collection 
of Grand Jury cess has terminated. 

In Belfast the question was more complicated, as the town was not a county of a city 
or town, with a separate Grand Jury, but part of two counties at large ; it is, however, by 
distinct Acts, separated for fiscal purposes from both counties. As Belfast has a separate 
Sessions of the Peace, presided over by a Recorder, who is Chairman of Antrim, and has 
separate Justices of the Peace, it would be a great simplification in the criminal 
arrangements, if the town were separated from- the county of Down for criminal purposes 
as well as fiscal, and entirely annexed to the county of Antrim for criminal purposes, 
counties of The towns which present the most unnecessary complication in the machinery for 
Tmm and ° f local government, are the smaller counties of cities and of towns — Drogheda, Kilkenny, 
Waterford, Carrickfergus, and Galway. 

The rural portions of Drogheda, Kilkenny, and Waterford were separated from these 
towns so far back as 1840, and the boundary of each for fiscal and criminal purposes 
coincides with the municipal boundary ; yet in Drogheda there is a Grand Jury to 
manage £2,618 a year, and a Town Council in the same boundary to manage £3,213. 

The Grand Jury is no longer necessary for criminal purposes. At the two Assizes 
and four Quarter Sessions in the year, there were on an average of the past five years, 
only 9 persons for trial, or about 1^ for each Assize and 1|- for each Quarter Sessions. 
The maintenance of the separate criminal jurisdiction of the county of the town of 
Drogheda involved the summoning for the trial of 9 persons and a correspondingly small 
amount of civil business, of 412 jurors at the two Assizes and 560 jurors at the four 
Quarter Sessions, or 972 jurors in all. It involved a separate staff of officers — High 
Sheriff, Sub-Sheriff, Clerk of the Crown, Clerk of the Peace, and Secretary of the Grand 
Jury, with separate gaol, with Local Inspector, Governor, and two Chaplains. 

In Carrickfergus the gaol has been amalgamated with that for the county of Antrim ; 
but whilst the police report 1 prisoner committed for trial, the Sheriff returns 160 jurors 
summoned to the Assizes at Belfast for Grand and Petit Juries, and 160 to Quarter 
Sessions. The Clerk of the Crown and Deputy Clerk of the Crown are the same as for 
the county of Antrim, but there is a separate Clerk of the Peace and Secretary of the 
Grand Jury. 

In Kilkenny the county of the city has been amalgamated with the county at large for 
police purposes and for gaol purposes, but remains separate for the purposes of Assizes 
and Quarter Sessions, with a separate Commission of the Peace. The persons for trial, 
on an average of the last five years, were 14 in the year, whilst 804 jurors were 
summoned. 

In Galway and Waterford there has been an amalgamation for gaol purposes, but 
the other arrangements are distinct. 

The maintenance of a separate county of the city in Dublin for criminal purposes is 
inconsistent with the principle on which the Central Criminal Court has been constituted 
in London. 
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The antiquated jurisdiction of counties of cities and of towns in the unequal state of 
transformation it is in, presents the most complicated and expensive branch of local 
administration in Ireland.

The largest item of receipts is the rate under Improvement Acts, nearly a fourth of 
the whole, showing the importance of this class of local legislation, for the amendment 
of which, in a cheap and expeditious manner, power is given by the Local Government 
{Ireland) Act, 1871. 

The large amount of rates not classed — <£81,511, of receipts not classed — £lS,539, and 
of expenditure not classed — £121,014, makes the classification of receipts and expenditure 
less valuable than if the accounts were made up in a more uniform and systematic 
manner. 

The balances brought forward do not in some cases agree with the balances returned 
at the close of the past year. This, however, only shows the necessity for the audit 
provided for 8 out of 11 of the towns under Town Councils by the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act of 1871. A more perfect accounting for balances, and a more uniform 
classification of the items will be the necessary results of a uniform official audit.

In this class of towns the rates form the largest item of receipts, but there is a larger 
proportion of receipts from property and from tolls at markets and fairs. The 
expenditure shows a large outlay on lighting, £6,473 6$. 6d., and a large outlay 
on water supply, 5,687 17s. id. The item for paving and repairs of streets is small, 
only £2,088 7s. 5 d., as the streets are chiefly repaired by Grand Jury presentment.

In this summary, from "the very large amount of receipts and expenditure not classed, 
the other items afford less satisfactory means of classification. The towns in this 
class are in the most backward position as to town government of any 'in Ireland, bemg 
the few still under the old legislation of 1829. A difficulty in the way of their adopting 
improved legislation is the non-extension to Ireland of the provision in the Local Govern- 
ment Act of 1858, enabling Commissioners to adopt improved powers by resolution 
without resort to a town meeting, in which the parties interested in exemptions irom 
taxation have, in several cases, defeated the adoption of the legislation. _ 

In the returns of several other towns than those under Town Councils, the want o 
correspondence between the balances at the beginning of 1870 and that returned a 
the close of 1869 occurs, but tliis will be guarded against in future years by the omcia 
audit under the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1871.

The rate for the support of the Dublin Metropolitan Police is 8cZ. . in the P°und 
•of the valuation. Dublin got no share in the grant for the 
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from the general taxes given to the rest of Ireland in 1846 by Sir Robert Peel as a 
compensation for the effects of free trade. The other towns which pay a large rate for 
Police are Belfast and Londonderry, under arrangements on the substitution of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary for the local force. 

The hackney carriage duties are fully explained in the report for 1869. The 
exceptional taxes in this class are the taxes of £8 and £5 on job carriages and £2 on 
job horses, and the tax of £8 on one-horse stage-cars plying between the city and the 
surrounding towns and villages. 

The tax on pawnbrokers’ licences is fully described in the report for 1869. As the 
Select Committee of the House of Commons on pawnbrokers last Session recommended 
an equalization of the taxation on pawnbrokers in London and throughout the United 
Kingdom, and recommended a. uniform law for England, Ireland and Scotland, and 
the repeal of exceptional legislation as to pawnbrokers, their recommendation involves 
the abolition of the tax. 

The tax of 105. a year on publicans’ licences is in addition to the licence duty payable 
to the Inland Revenue, and so creates a difference in the scale of taxation on publicans 
between Ireland and England, and between Dublin and the rest of Ireland. 

The fines and penalties from the Dublin Metropolitan Police Courts were included in 
the report for 1869, under the head of “ Support of Local Courts,” but in this year have 
been returned by the Metropolitan Police Commissioners. 

The Commissioners return for the first time the fees received from the Police 
Courts, £968 17s. 

The special taxation on the trade of pawnbroking — fees on pawnbrokers’ returns fees 
to appraisers and auctioneers of forfeited pledges, fees on notices of pawnbrokers’ sales 
in Dublin, and fees to pawnbrokers’ auctioneers in Dublin, will all be abolished if the 
recommendation of the Select Committee of the House of Commons for an assimilation 
of the law of pawnbroking in England, Scotland and Ireland be carried into effect.

The security of the borrower is made complete by a very summary proceeding for 
anv creditor obtaining a receiver if payment of interest be delayed. Purchasers of 
stock are exempted from inquiry into the application of the money. The plan of 
issuing the London Metropolitan stock appeal's to have been perfectly successful. 
The London Metropolitan Board have been enabled to borrow at 3| per cent.; while 
previously they had to pay 41 per cent, for money, on the old plan of borrowing, 
similar to that now used for town borrowing m Ireland. 

If the principle of the Metropolitan Board borrowing powers were extended to loans by 
urban authorities in Ireland, a very considerable saying might be effected at the present 
rate of interest on loans, (assuming what is borrowed between 5 and 6 per cent, to be 
on an average at 5^, and what is borrowed between 4 and 5 on an average 4J,) which 
would amount, if money was raised at the same rate as in London, to £12,723 a year. 
If the money was ultimately raised at the same rate as the Government funds, the 
saving would be £8,318 more, or £21,041 a year in all. In addition to this saving of 
interest there would be a great saving in the cost of negotiating loans and a most 
convenient and safe security would be afforded to trustees and to humble mvesters 
who, by residing at some distance from Dublin, have not the facility for investing m 
the Government funds. . 

The loans raised by the harbour authorities are about half the amount ol the town 
loans, and are raised on somewhat more favourable terms.

The application of the London Metropolitan Board plan of borrowing to this debt 
would effect a saving of £4,097 a year at 3| per cent., and if the money was raised at 
3| a further saving of £3,337, or a total saving of £7,434, making net £21,041 saving 
on the tow debts — an aggregate possible saving of £28,475 a year. 



Authorities both Urban and Rural. 

The expenditure of poor rates is so fully reported upon by the Pool Law Commis 
sioners, that it is unnecessary to do more than refer to the short abstract inser e m 
Appendix XV., to make up the total local taxation of Ireland. An abstract oi tne 
corresponding statistics as to expenditure under Poor Law Acts m England an a es,. 
is added for comparison. , , , . . 

The Appendix including the returns of Burial Boards shows the receip 
expenditure of these bodies. , . , , 

In the case of Town Burial Boards, the receipts on account of burial rates are 
included in the town returns ; but the classification in the Appendix shows tne e ai s 
of the expenditure in a manner to compare with the English returns. _ in e case o 
Poor Law Burial Boards, more satisfactory returns have been obtained than m t e 
preceding year. 
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Returns have been received from the Clerks of the Crown as to their fees : and 
emoluments. These returns disclose that the Clerk of the Crown of the city of Dublin 
receives no fixed salary, but his office is still regulated by the ancient statutes of 
49 Geo. Ill, c. 101, and 1 & 2 Geo. IV., c. 77, being paid by a presentment in lien 
of fees no longer receivable from prisoners. The salaries of the Clerks of the Crown 
were all fixed so far back as 1836 by statute 6 & 7 Wm. IV., c. 116, and the salary of 
the Clerk of the Crown of the county of Dublin was revised by the 7 & 8 Vic., c. 108 • 
and yet, after so many years, this reform of relieving the officer of all pecuniary 
interest in the result of criminal proceedings, has not been applied to the city of 
Dublin. The salary of the Clerk of the Peace of the city of Dublin was fixed by the 
Dublin Improvement Act of 1849. 

The table in Appendix XIX. showing a summary of the local taxation applied to 
Clerks of the Crown, Clerks of the Peace, and Petty Sessions Clerks, including fees, 
Grand Jury presentments, Petty Sessions stamps, fines and penalties, and dogs licence 
duty, has been re-arranged to show, at one view, the total receipts from these taxes, 
and the application of them ; and in a note, a table, showing the statistics of the same 
taxes for 1869, arranged in the same manner, is given for comparison. 



Classification of Local Taxation as to Incidence in Ireland and in England and Wales. 

This subject was fully investigated in the report for 1869, and no change of principle 
of taxation in either country has occurred since of sufficient importance to disturb the 
proportion there given, and render it necessary to make a fresh calculation.

Comparison of the Amount of Taxation in Ireland and in England and Wales on the 
Basis of Valuation of Land and Buildings. 

In the report for 1869 a full account of the difference in the principle and in the 
administration of the respective systems of valuation of rateable property in the two 
countries was given; from which it appeared that the valuation in Ireland has a 
tendency to be below the valuation in England, from two causes — first, on account of 
the low scale of agricultural prices taken as the basis of the Irish valuation in 1852; 
and secondly, because in many places the valuation was made at a time when poor 
rates were exceptionally high. 

The same causes tend to make it below the rent in Ireland where the tenants 
improvements are small or made within seven years before revision. On the other 
hand, as to certain tenants’ improvements made more than seven years before the last 
revision of the valuation, it has a tendency to be above the rent understood as a fair 
rent between landlord and tenant, or one not including the value of tenants’ improve- 
ments. 

As the Irish valuation excludes landlords’ poor rates, which are included in rent, and 
includes tenants’ improvements made before valuation, and, in the case of farm 
buildings and certain special improvements made seven years before valuation, as it is 
based on a fixed scale of prices, it is not a test of present fair letting value, nor does it 
differ from it, or from actual rent, in any fixed proportion, so as to allow an estimate to 
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be made. As tlie Irish valuation is used in the Land Act of 1870 as a scale for 
determining the class to which tenants belong, to be entitled to certain privileges, 
there is some risk of its being assumed to be a fair measure of rent. Some of the 
solutions proposed for the land question were founded upon this misapprehension, as 
it was assumed that in this valuation the determination of rent by valuation, instead of 
by competition, had been already successfully solved. 

Bearing in mind how rough any comparison must be which is founded upon the 
valuations in the two countries, differing so much in principle and in administration, 
and pending the more complete statistics as to local taxation in England and Wales 
likely to arise from the concentration of the Poor Law Board, Public Plealth 
Department, and Local Government Act Office, under the new Local Government 
Board, I have not prepared a new estimate for England and Wales, but taken the 
one for 1868 used in my report for 1S69. 

Taking the valuation* of Ireland for 1870 and the estimated receipts (other than 
borrowed money) in Ireland in IS 70, there has been so slight a change as not to affect 
to the extent of id. in the pound the proportions given for 1869. 

The comparison given in the last report may be taken as indicating the relative 
positions of the two countries in respect of local taxation, and it may be taken that the 
receipts from local taxation in Ireland (other than borrowed money) are 4s. 2d. in the 
pound on the Irish valuation, and the corresponding receipts in England and Wales 
4s. Id. on the English valuation. • 

The rates on rateable property in Ireland may' be estimated at 3s. Gd. in the pound 
on the Irish valuation, and rates on rateable property in England and Wales at 3s. 4c7. 
in the pound. 



Comparison of the Amount of Local Taxation in Ireland and in England and Wales 
on the Basis of Population. 

As the comparison in respect of the value of rateable property is unsatisfactory, for 
the reasons explained, it is important to refer to the definite basis of comparison 
supplied by population. 

This mode of comparison has an importance for other reasons. As the object of 
local taxation is to provide for local wants — such as roads, streets, relief of distress, 
suppression of crime — and local wants are directly created by the population, the rate 
per head of local taxes levied at any time will best indicate the extent to which, in 
different countries or districts, such wants are met by local taxes. 

The receipts from local taxation in Ireland (ether than borrowed money) in 1870 
amounted to 10s. 8cZ. per head of population. The figure for England and Wales, using 
the census of 1871 as a basis for correcting the estimated population, used in the 
estimate given in the last report of the corresponding receipts from taxation in England 
and Wales in 1868, was £l Is. Id. per head of population. 

To make this comparison a more accurate measure of the extent to which local wants 
are provided for, an addition of 2s.' S d. per head is to be made on account of the 
£673,763 contributed from the general taxes of the United Kingdom for Police in 
Ireland (owing to an arrangement made in 1846 to compensate the owners and occupiers 
of land for the effects of free trade), beyond the sum that is contributed from the 
general taxes for an equal cost of Police in England and W ales. _ 

If this sum be added to the Irish proportion, it appears that to provide for the same 
wants of the population, 13s. Ad. per head is spent in Ireland, and £1 Is. id. in England 
and Wales.

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SUMMARY OF CONCLUSIONS. 

The following are the principal conclusions in the preceding Report : — 

1. The entire estimated receipts (other than borrowed money) of Irish authorities in 
charge of local taxation in 1870 was £2,728,32 7. This shows a decrease on 1869 of 
£19,450, or nearly 1 per cent., in contrast with an average increase of above 3 per 
cent, in the preceding three years. 

2. The local taxation is distributed, for the purposes of management, between urban 
and rural authorities as follows : —

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5. The valuations on which the rates are levied in Ireland and in England and 
Wales are different in principle and management. 

The Irish valuation has a tendency to be below the English valuation, on account of 
the low scale of agricultural prices taken as the basis of the Irish valuation in 1852, 
and because in many places the valuation was made at a time when poor rates were 
exceptionally high. 

For the same reasons the Irish valuation has a tendency to be below the rent when 
the tenants’ improvements are small, or made within seven years before revision. On 
the other hand, where tenants’ improvements are large, and where farm buildings and 
special improvements, entitled to seven years’ exemption, have been made seven years 
before valuation, the value has a tendency to be above a fair rent between landlord and 
tenant — that is, a rent not including tenants’ improvements. The Irish valuation is not 
uniform from county to county : it does not coincide with fair rent, nor does it differ 
from it in any fixed proportion. 

The English valuation is made on the letting value, without regard to any scale 
of prices. It, too, has a tendency to be above a fair .rent, as it includes tenants’ 
improvements. The English valuation is carried out by a number of distinct local 
authorities in an unsatisfactory manner and without uniformity. 

6. Having regard to these differences, any comparison of taxation to valuation in 
Ireland - and in England is necessarily only a rough approximation, and the one 
calculated for the last Report may be taken as affording a sufficiently close general 
indication. 

The rates on rateable property may be estimated at 3s. 6d. in the pound on the Irish 
valuation, and the rate on rateable property in England and Wales at 3s. Ad. in the 
pound on the English valuation. 

The whole receipts from local taxation in Ireland (other than borrowed money), if 
levied on rateable property, would require a rate of 4s. 2d. in the pound, and the 
corresponding rate in England and Wales would be 4s. 7d. in the pound. 

7. The receipts from local taxation in Ireland (other than borrowed money) 
amounted to 10s. 8 d. per head of population. If 2s. 8 d. per head be added to this 
for £673,763 contributed from the general taxes of the United Kingdom for Police 
in Ireland beyond the sum that is contributed from the general taxes for an equal 
cost of Police in England and Wales, it appears that to provide for the same wants of 
the population 13s. Ad. per head is spent in Ireland and £1 Is. Id. in England and 
Wales. 

8. In most matters connected with local taxation the arrangements in Ireland are 
considerably in advance of those in England and Wales. Thus, church rates were 
abolished in 1833, turnpike tolls in 1857, vestry cess in 1864, and the extinction of 
tithe-rentcharge commenced on the 1st of January, 1871. 

9. The substitution of direct for indirect taxes for local purposes has gone to a 
greater extent in Ireland than in England and Wales. The distinct rates on land are 
less numerous and more directly levied by the authorities expending them, and 
collected by a smaller number of distinct collectors, and all levied upon one uniform 
official valuation. 

10. The Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1871, affords great facilities for improving 
the administration of local taxation in Ireland. The accounts of a large number ot 
town authorities are subjected to uniform official audit ; the omission of Carrickfergus 
from sanitary taxation is abolished ; facilities in town legislation are afforded, to avoid 
such costs as £14,000 by the Sligo Borough Improvement Act of 1869. 

11. A Select Committee of the House of Commons has recommended uniformity in 
the laws of pawnbroking and taxation on the trade throughout the United Kingdom. 
This involves the abolition of all the exceptional taxation on the trade of pawnbroking 
in Dublin and in Ireland referred to in the Report for 1869. 

12. The towns which present the most unnecessary complication m the machmery 
for local government are the smaller counties of cities and of towns Drogheda, 
Kilkenny, Waterford, Carrickfergus, and Galway. 

The rural portions of Drogheda, Kilkenny, and Waterford were separated from 
these towns so far back as 1840, and the boundary of each for fiscal and criminal 
purposes coincides with the municipal boundary ; yet in Drogheda there is a Grand 
Jury to manage £2,618 a year, and a Town Council in the same boundary to manage 
£ 3 , 21 3 . 

The Grand Jury is no longer necessary for criminal purposes. At the two Assizes 
and four Quarter Sessions in the year there were on an average of the past five years 
only 9 persons for trial in Drogheda, or about 1£ for each Assizes and 1 2 for each 
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Quarter Sessions. The maintenance of the separate criminal jurisdiction of the county of 
the town of Drogheda involved the summoning, for the _ trial of these 9 persons and a 
correspondingly small amount of civil business, of 412 jurors at the two Assizes, and 
560 jurors at the four Quarter Sessions, or 972 jurors in all, within the year. It 
involved a separate staff of officers — High Sheriff) Sub-Sheriff) Clerk of the Crown, 
Clerk of the Peace, and Secretary of the Grand Jury, with separate gaol, with Local 
Inspector, Governor, and two Chaplains. 

13. The law as to town loans is .in a complicated and unsatisfactory state, and hence, 
while the London Metropolitan Board can borrow without Government guarantee 
under their Loan Act of 1869, at 3| per cent., Irish towns have £743,771 borrowed at 
4 to 5 per cent., £476,811 at from 5 to 6 per cent., and £61,137 at 6 per cent. If the 
principle of the London Metropolitan Board Loans Act were extended to Irish towns, 
and they were enabled to issue town stock with absolute title, they could borrow at 
3§ per cent., and after a few years at the same rate as the Government funds — 3^. 

Borrowing at 3§ per cent, would effect an annual saving on existing loans of 
£12,723 ; and if the interest were reduced to 3^, the saving would be £8,318 more, or 
£21,041 a year in all. 

14. The application of the same principle to harbour loans, which amount to 
£879,337, would amount immediately to £4,097 a year, and ultimately to £7,434, 
making the total saving, from the extension of this latest improvement in town 
finance to Ireland, of £28,475 a year.
